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Restoring Values Ruined By 
Deflation 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C. 

In Canada and in the United States there was an entire col- 
lapse of real estate values due to deflation. This brought about 
& complete stoppage in the building trades; and an end to the 


movement of heavy commodities 


Everyone agrees that the condition must be remedied—the 
Otlawa government exhorts us to watch and wait. The Ottawa 
especial bugbear morey must be kept out of the 
hands of the common citizens Prosperity must filter down to 
these common citizens as a result of gradual overflows from the 
profits of the big corporations; to let individuals make profits 
direct is inflation. This bunkum has made real estate a liability 
all over Canada 


is inflation; 


At a time when there is no way to get an increase of money 
in circulation so as to permit a resumption of domestic commerce 
and a restoration of real estate values, the most audible of the 
Ottawa ministers is going around the country urging us to invent 
codes of ethics. Food and clothes are necessities which can only 
be earned when there is an adequate supply of money in circula- 
tion; the ethics talk is just some more bunkum. 


In the United States, final steps have been taken to repair 
the ravages of deflation, by making money available to anyone 
who can show a reasonable security for repayment once the money 


has been used to bring the security into value again. 


You must get that last point definitely; the money is made 
available to give valué to the security 
none of this talk about inflation by lending work- 


There is 
ing capital. It is realized there is no complete cure for defla- 
tion except money in circulation 

A member of the Federal Reserve Board is on the Pacific 
coast, completing arrangements in the Pacific States. The follow- 
ing is a summary of the loan laws 


After passage of the securities act, it was quite difficult for 
industries to obtain working capital, and it was in recognition of 
this that congress authorized banks to make loans of one to five 
years; also empowered the reserve banks to assume as high as 
80 per cent of such risks, through rediscounts or otherwise, pro- 
vided that character of transaction did not exceed the surplus of 


the banks. Federal examiners were forbidden to classify such 
time loans as slow. 

The administration desires loans made to industries. If the 
federal reserve banks and the system balk, the administration 
will find means to carry out its will. Bankers assert in their 
own behalf that industries do not want loans, but they have 
not tried offering them any lower interest, that is, to local 
industries 

Possibly small industrialists do not know that their banks can 
make one to five-year loans for working capital, and that the 
government will assume 80 per cent of the risk, if any, and that 


the interest rate is supposed to be “reasonable.” If banks refuse 
loans, then the applicants may try the Federal Reserve Bank or 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation, which maintains a loan 
agency. 

Another point you must realize definitely is that when the 
money is borrowed and is so spent as to give value to the secur- 
ity, there has been no inflation; but the actual result of the entire 
transaction is to restore value and this makes the security 
adequate for repayment of the money. It is good sense and good 
business 


There may be some way to break down the Ottawa barriers to 
the use of good sense and good business but no one seems able to 
discover any such way. The non-constructive mind will let people 
starve in preference to putting them back to work by the use 
of working capital in respect of the use whereof there is positively 


no risk of loss
